1. All orders must be accompanied by payment in cash 
or by check or money order payable to the Treasurer 
of the United States. Only governmental agencies are 
exempted from this requirement. Stamps must not be 
used in payment. 


2. Orders must be submitted on a signed official order 
blank, a supply of which will be furnished on request. 


3. Copies of articles from U.S. journals of general dis- 
tribution published in the current year will not be sup- 
plied without special permission on the assumption that 
these will be available from the publisher. 


4. Copies of entire books will not be supplied without 
written permission of the U.S. copyright holder. 


5. Official requests from the War-Department will be 
filled free of charge. These requests should be routed 
through the post or hospital librarian or Commanding 
Officer. 


6. Services to other governmental agencies will be 
billed periodically by Standard Form 1080 (Voucher).
